While unripe fruite should not be eaten at 
any time, unless prepared by cooking, it is a 
great mistake to suppose that the way to avoid 
cholera is by abstinence from good, scund fruiw 
and vegetables. 

So far ia this from being the case, that such 
abstinence generally resulta in costiveness first, 
and the opposite extreme a/terwarde. 

Bome physicians hold that thus diarrt mas and 
dyeenteries are often scorbutic in their character 
—the reenite of a diet in which vegetables ber- 
tiea and fruita have not bad their proper ehare, 

A correepondent of the Daily J’rese of this 
city, gives his experience in the army as followe 


“ Daring the war thousands of soldiers cured 
themselves of diarrt «a, when the surgeons were 
completely baftied, by eating very freely of fresh 
weil fried beef, seasoned well while cookiog wish 
pepper and ealt. 

* At other times, and at proper seasone, green 
corn, well reasted would cure them, Dlenty o/ 
green apples orany /ruil, would bring sure re 
‘+f Toe demande of nature were the law in 
those cases, the diet and expoeure of the soldier 
being peculiar and different from home fare, 
where each remedies would not he apt to be eo 
beneficial. It is important for all people to re- 
member that the natural appetite, keenly mani- 
feated, geverally ,uides to some article of food 
that will bring relief in their cases.” 


The same gentleman also gives the following 
receipt for ciarrhora:—* Take one teaspoonfal 
of ealt, the same of good vinegar, and a table 
spoonful of water; mix and drink. It acta like 
a charm on the system, and even one dose will 
generally cure obstinate cases of diarrhs or 
the firet stages of cholera. If the first does not 
bring complete relief, repeat the dose, as it ia 
quite harmless. The patient should keep per- 
feetly quiet, a reclining postu:e being best. In 
severe cases soak the feet thoroughly in very 
warm water, chafing them weil. Fiannel wet 
with pretty warm vinegar and salt (specially in 
warm weather) and placed around the loins, 
wrapping warm flannel over it, is an excellent 
aid to recovery. Any and everybody can apply 
these remedies without a physician, ronning no 
risk, and will be astonished at the beneficial re 
sult They should be universally known.” 


Io recommending the eating of fruit and vege- 
tables, we do not recommend, be it remember- 
ed, the eating of them at improper times, and 
in immoderate quantities. Three times a day is 
often enough to eat Feasting on pe «ses, 
watermeluna, dc, before going bed, wil! not 
as a gencral thing be found promotive of health 
and good digestion. 

Eat all you want, bat not more than you 
want, at your regular meals. E_joy the ripe 
fraite and the vegetables of the season. Do not 
take excessive exertion, if you can help it, of 
body or mind or soul. Be temperate, be mode- 
rate, and be cheerful, in all your employments 
and relaxations. Thee are the beet rules we 
can give for the summer season.

Universelie” took place a¢ aonounced, the 
prizes have been awarded, and though the dia 
and smoke are yet lingering there is 
qniet and light enough perhsps to reply to the 
patura!l question, whether it bas been « success 
ore faliare? An anewer either way may be 
correct, acoording to the purpoee for which it 
was sctually intended. If for the purpose of 
making money it has doubtiees been a euccess— 
if for the par pose of erp Rng and im- 
proving art most probably a . Io regard 
to the money making question, it certainly bas 
drawn to Paris many crowned heads, « score of 
princes and princesses, with dukes and my 
and my ladies in their train, and a large class of 
people who are never happy bat when breath- 
log the same qualified atmosphere. Then, too, 
it bas drawn an immense concoarse of people 
who only regard the Exposition as affording an 
ext sordimary opportunity for acquiring money 
—tbe method of sccomplishing thir end being 
entirely dent upon the especial views of 
the individual, Then there are numbers who 
have visited the Exbibition from the mere love 
of novelty and excitement; and many really 
with the purpose of bem fi ing society by ad. 
vancing séience and art, or obtaining a new idea 
and making a profitable use of it for themscives 
as weil as otbers. Then, too, there are numbers 
who have choeen it as a great means of adver. 
tising, and the competition in this reepect has 
b-en very great; cards of al! descriptions, deco- 
corated and undeocorated, colored, varnished, 
end glied have circulated in every direction 
to let you know where the merchandise is to be 
obtained and the readiest mode of accees, some 
of them giving in colored lines the route by 
which from the Exposition you may reach their 
shops or factories, Tne Emperor and his wife 
—the city of Paris from its highet functiovary 
to ite poorest ouvrier, indeed a!l France bae 
worked with untiring exertion to draw ‘a fall 
house.” This ¢ffort has undoubtedly produed 
agreat show, and the whole affair insteed of 
what it should have been, has reeo!ved itself into 
&\ysst museum or bazaar, in which are to be 

seen Dot Only iron works and wax works of ail 
kinds, together with stuffed lions and bottled 
reptiles, but also the living epecimens of men 
and beast—tbe high dignitaries ia place of being 
cotfined within bars or under glass cases are 
moving abcut, generaliy, however, surrounded 
by an ample body guard of sergents de ville, or 
as we would call them “policemen.” Taen it 
6 & great epcc'acie, if only by reason of the 
people traversing the Jong aisles and circulating 
in the grounds, in their motley costumes, from 
the Arab of the desert to the leg of mutton 
whiskered Eoglishman, In many reepects ic is 
Barnum’s on @ grand geale, only iz Barnum’s 
the frequenters confine themselves to eating a 
few pes nuts or oranges, whilet here you cau have 
iced champagne, with tuibot or ealmon, or a 
giase of beer or honey cake at your pleasure. 
It is not known, whether with the other statis 
tica of the Exhibition, we shall ever have those 
of the beer drunk or meats eaten each day, but 
the consumption is certainly very great, erpe- 
cially of beer, which at present seems to be the 
fashionable diiak, not ovly of the persone visic- 
ing the Exhibition, bot cf ali Paris, Everywhere 
the tables of the cafes, the restaurants and 
trateurs are eurrounded with men and women, 
richly or plainly dressed, ag it may be, with the 
chopp? or bock or glasees of Strasburg, Biva- 
rian, Eoglieh or Viennoize beer before them. in 
years paet the tables would have presented an 
array of wine bottles, and wine then was end 
now ia probs bly as cheap ae beer—but beer ie « 
la mode. The |’:useiens drink beer in a non- 
vine growing country, avd the Eogtish also in * 
non-vine growing country give it tue preference. 
Why is it then that the French in a vine grow- 
ing country have taken to beer? They certainly 
bave no Jove for Pru'sian or Eaglish wen—per- 
baps they think that drinking beer may be more 
conducive to strength, for J’rusaia and Eagiand 
both projuce a yrend sum total of nerve and 
muscie. Strarge ae it may appear the Ameri- 
cans, alwaye so much abused for their excessive 
use of strong drinks, are the only people who 
have a department where you can obtain an ex- 
cellent unalcoholic drink. Boston er.terprise 
sent to the Exhibition large fountains, from 
which you can have soda water, with lemon, 
Strawberry or any other ayrup almoet as good 
as you can get it in B wton iteelf or in Paiiadel- 
phia. These fountains are put up in the neusl 
handsome ety'e, with silver-plated retervoire, 
and the cups of silver plate to bold the glase of 
cold gparkling water—and no better diick can 
be hat in «ll Paria. Bat we are wandering from 
the point which was to resolve whether the Ex- 
hibition was a suocese, and we think that if the 
object was money-making, then it has most 
probably beep a great eucoesa, Two yeare of 
preparation and advertising end puffing all over 
the world, together with the letiicg out of stalla 
and booths for the eale of every imaginable 
ariicle, from a fic i:ious Torkish cigar or a penay 
photograph of the Emperor to almost pricek es 
lace and ciamonds, must have produced a lerge 
eum, which, added to the price of entrenve of a 
frane for cach person, the avercge daily number 
being about fifty thousand, will no doubt bring 
up toe amount sufficiently to pay i] coete and 
leave a handsome surplue. To these actual 
rectipta should be adced the money exirac'- 
ed from the pockete of the visitors by devices 
of every kind. Here may be mentioned that 
one of the annoyances of a visit to the Expoei- 
tion is the assiduity with which many of the ex- 
hibitora urge upon you the examination and 
purcdase of their various articles, The worde 
* Universal Museum” or “ Bazaar” would have 
better expressed the thing which has been got 
up than “ Exposition.” For examp’'e, the Euglish 
Cepartment contsing articles of turnitare, some 
of silver, made for their kings Jong since desd, 
cups and vases won by racing clube half a cen- 
tury @go; bronzes and potteries, old armor, war 
clabe and amulets, belonging to the times of the 
Celts snd ancient Romans; the C -untess of 
Dadley’s jewelry, and the Piince of E-terhezy’s 
o!d clothes garnished with pearls, and s world cf 
things hsving abont as much to do with a legiti 
mate «x position as Preeter John’s preserved litue 
finger or the preparation of a double beaded calf. 
Toe French have also their curiosities and anti- 
jaities, and Italy and other rations make the 
ike +xnibitions. These things certainly belong 
rather to a muanem than to the mar!fzetation of 


was always accused of being fond of money, it 
would be out of place now to consider that ques 
tion; bat the p-esent Emperor certainly is, and 
he hee shown it in the manner in whieh he lea’s 
off in this Exbibition, not sparing even bis own 
child in forming part of the great show.

It soon under Napoleon 
Ill. became the rty of the city; it was 
then laid out and planted and adorned, until 
the lots all around it became very desirable, 
these being part of the same property were part-

‘In # poem by Orpheus, or, aa eome suppose, 
by Oaomacriton, written at least 400 years be

mour; and says thatif the gem is placed with a 
loadatone it nuliifies ite power.” 
According to Kiroting the ruby ie a ecvereign 
remedy againet tne plague and poison; it also 
drives away evil epirite and bed dreams. 
The jacioth, if worn on the floger, procures 
sleep, aud brings richee, honor, and wisdom. 
The ametbyet diepele drunkenness, and eharp- 
ene the wit. 

The balsas ruby restraine paarion and fiery 
wrath, and is « preservative from lightning. 

The emerald discovered falae wiin«rses by 
eufferiog alteration when it met with such per- 
ror. 4, 
Toe eapphire procured favor with princes, and 
freed the wearer from enchantmenta 
The clirveolite cooled boiling waterend ar 
suaged wrath, and, if placed w.th poison, lost its 
briilianes ull removed, 

Some geme were used for medicinal purposes 
powdered, and were supposed sovereign in their 


tfecte Even now immense quantities of seed 
pearl are used in Chinaand the Eset for various 
purpotes.

It causes 
him who wears it to have good understanding, 
confers a good memory, increases hia wealih, 
and if beild under the tongue will enable a man 
wo prophesy. 

f you wish travellers a safe journey, take 
the stone called jacinth. If borne upon the 
finger or the neck it renders traveliore safe and 
agreeable to those that entertain them; it also 
caunes aleep. 

If you wish for peace, take a sapphire. It 
causes pesoe and core ord, and renders the mind 
pure and devout towarda God, strengthens the 
mind io what is good, and calms the inmost soul 
of man.

No person who passes only eight hours in bed 
can be said to “waste his time in asleep.” Ao 
cording to Gorget, a woman should sleep a 
couple of heura Jouger than a man. For the 
latter he allows six or seven hours, for the for- 
mer, eight or nine, It is certain that strergth 
or energy of brain will, when aided by custom, 
modify the faculiy of controlling the disposition 
to slumber. Frederick the Great, and Hunter 
the great surgeon, slept only five bours in the 
twenty-four, while Napoleon seemed to exert a 
despotic power over sleep and waking, even 
amid the roar of artillery. An engineer har 
been kuown to fall asicep within a boiler, while 
hie fellows were beating on the outside witb 
their ponderous hammers ; and the repose of a 
miler ja not incommoded by the noise of his 
mill, Sound ceases to be a stimulus to such 
men, and what would bave proved ay inexpres 
e:ble annoyance to others, ia to them altogether 
unbeeded. It is common for carriers to sieep 
on borsehack, and coachman on their coaches, 
During the battle of the Nile comé boye were co 
«exhausted that they fell asleep on the deck, 
amid the dea/eaing thunder of that terrible en- 
gavement. 

The feculty of remaining asleep for a great 
lenath of time is posaeseed by some individuals, 
Such was the case with Quin, the celebrated 
player, who coubd slamber for twenty four bours 
successively; with Elizabeth Orvin, who apent 
threefourthe of her time in sleep; with Frisa- 
beth lerkine, who sle;t a week or a fortnight 
etatine; with Mary Lye!l, who did the same 
for succewive weeks, and with many others 
more or lees remarkeble. In Bowyer’s Life of 
Keattic,& curious avecdote is related to Dr, Reid, 
viz: That be could take ee much food and im- 
mediately a8 much sleep as were at ficient for 
two daya, Tne eelebrated Gen. Eliott never 
slept more thao four hours out oi the twenty- 
four. In all other reepecta he was atrikingly 
abstinent; his food consisting whoily of bread, 
water, and vegetables. In a letter communicated 
to Sir Jutn § nelair, by John Gordon of Sainy, 
Caithre+*, mention ie made of a person named 
James Mackay, of Sherry, who died in S -rath- 
naver, in the year 1797, aged uinety-one; he 
ouly slept on an average, four bours out of the 
twenty-four, and was a remarkably robust and 
healthy man. The c+lebrated Freech General 
Picbegrue informed Sir Richard Blane that du- 
ring hie whole year’s campaign be had not above 
ove hour's sleep in the twenty-four. Macish 
kuew a lady who had never slept above ap hour 
at a ume, and the whole per'oJ of whoee sleep 
did not exceed over three or four bours in the 
twenty four; and yet she eojoyed excellent 
heal(h,

“ You allade, I suppose,” eaid my friend, “to 
the dream which Hamilcar had while besieging 
Syracuse; be beard « voice iu the air calling 
out to bim that that night be should sup in fy. 
racuse. Looking un this as presagiog good for- 
tune, be made up his mind that be should that 
day take oe, and encouraged bis soldiers 
accordingly , but it a0 happened that the besieged 
made a sally, and in the contest Hemilcar him- 
eelf was taken prisoner, and did that night sup 
ia Carthage, though not, as he expected, in the 
capecity of a conqueror. I remember this story 


in Valerius Maximus, but I do not recollect any- 
thing of the kind heppening to Junot, who was, 
if I mistake not, a desperate unbeliever.”’ 


“ He wae pot, I believe, particularly devout ; 
bei his wife tells this story about him. The 
evening before the battle of Sonate, Junot re- 
tired to reet extremely fatigued. Hardly was he 
asleep when he dreamed that he was on the field 


of battle, surrounded by tne dead and the dying. 


Before him was an armed horseman, with whom 
be was engaged in combat; but instead of « 
lance he carried a scythe, with which he struck 
Janot several blows, especially one on the left 
temple. At last the visur of the horseman fell 
off, and Junot saw that he wae fighting with « 
ekeleton. Flinging aside his armor, the figure 
now stood befere the marshal, the recoguized 
image of Death. ‘I bave,’ eaid he, ‘not been 
able to take you, bat J wiil seize oa one of your 
best friends.’ Junot awoke ia « cold perspira- 
tion; be feared for eitzer Marmont or Mairon, 
who would be with him in the coming engage- 
ment. His fears were well founded. Junoi re- 
ceived two wounds, the marke of which he bore 
to the grave—one on the breast, the other on 
the left temple—but Muiron was shot through 
the heart.” — Memoirs of the Duchess of Abrantes, 
vol. i., p. 270. 

“A very carious and very interesting story,” 
eaid my friend, “and I am much obliged to 
you for relating it. It may be maiwhed by scores, 
if not hundreds, of legends of what we call 
‘the old times,’ for the anecdotes of significant 
dreams scattered through the writings of an- 
Uquity are extremely numerous and interesting. 
Oi these, that famous dream related by Cicero 
holda a distinguished place, Two travellers, 
Arcacians, slept at Megara, one at an inn, the 
other at a friend's house; to the latter, in the 
course of the night, his friend appeared in a 
dream, entreating him to come and eave him 
from death, for that the landlord waa plotting 
to murder him; bat he, not considering the 
dream as a matter of cousequence, slept agein, 
without taking any stepe for the reecue of his 
friend, Soarcely had he again fallen asleep 
when his frisnd again appeared, saying that it 
wee now toe | ate to save bie life, but that at all 
events it was poesible to avenge his murder. 
This time the dreamer waa aroused, made his 
way to the inp, and was able to recover the body 
of hie friend and punish the murderer. Again, 
it ia related of D.ony-ius the Trrant, that he 
put to death a person named Marsyas, who 
dreamed of his cutting the tyrant’s throat, and 
foolishly told hia dream; for, observed Divay- 
sius, no one would dream of euch a subject uo- 
leas he had contemplated itin bis waking honrs, 
This noUon waa vot confined to the Sicilian 
sovereign. Piato remarked that it would be no iil 
mode of testing our progres in virtue, to ex- 
amine the cbarceter of our nightly visions. Ono 
the otner hanc, so many dreams are determined 
by the nature cf our food, the state of our di- 
gestion, and even the position in which we lie, 
that we should be hardly warranted to make 
any very decided conclusion es to our moral 
character by the nature of our dreams. Fuseli 
coed to sup on raw pork—or et least it is eaid 
that thie was his practice—with a view to pro- 
cure thoee nightmare dreams from which he 
formed some of his most cekbrated pie 
tures,” 

“To me,” eaid 1, “it appears that many 
dreams have caused their own prediction—each 
a case is the celebrated dream of the mether of 
Areubishop Abbott, She dreamed that if she 
could obtain and eat a pike, ehe, though a poor 
woman herself, would become the mother of a 
grea’ men. She sought everywhere for a pike, 
for she was siready near ber confinement, and 
at last eceing ove in some water near her own 
house at Galdford, she eeized it with her hands 
and ravenously devcured it—not waiting, as it 
would appear, to have itcuked. The esvagery 
of the act exciled attention, and the cause be- 
coming known, several pereons of wealth and 
importance took on themselves the education of 
the child, kept him at achool aad college, and 
watched over his interests till he arrived at dis- 
tinction.” 

“ The case is curious, but I confess I should 
detur to calling Abbott a great man, except #0 
far as he was Arciubishop of Canterbury. It 
seems to me that cecasionally men of very MO 
derate calibre have occupied that see. What 
will you eay to this story, which ia told of no 
less celebrated a man than Deecartes? While 
at Stockholm in attendance on Chrictina, the 
Quean of Sweden, he received a lette» from & 
learned friend at D jon, in France, who related 
to him that while searching in vain fora paseage 
from a Greek poct, he had fallen asleep, and 
dreamed that he was at Stockholm in the royal 
library there, and on a certain shelf which he 
deecribed he found a book in which, at a par 
ticular page, be found the pasasge he wanted. 
As be bad never seen Siockhclm, and was alto 
gother unacquainted with the library, this dream 
seemed worihy of examination. He according|y 
wrote to Descartes, giving a plan of the library 
as be saw it in his dream, and indicating tne 
particuiar shelf and book. Descartes repli¢ 
with aetonishment that the plan was a perfect-§ 
correct one—that the book mentioned was ¢4- 
acily in the place pointed out, and that on the 
pap Senet was found the identical passage te 
quired,” 

“The instance,” said I, “is certainly s our 
ous oue, and especially on scccuat of ite many 
minute circumstances; but I rememb: r my father 
relating a dream of his own of « similar natare. 
He had lost a Bible on which he set a bigh 
value, because it had belonged to his mother. 
After long and diligent search, he gave up ve 
hope of recovering it, when, ia a dream, he went 
into a small dieseating chapel at the east end of 
London, and being invited into a pew in the gal- 
lery, found there his mother’s Bivle on the book- 
ledge before him.

Up to this time she had not witnessed 
any of the so-called phenomena, but stated that 
from early childhood ehe had seen most won- 
derfal visions, On the Sunday following Mr. 
Home called again, and Mrs. Lron declared that 
she hed seen him in vicions and wiehed to adopt 
hia e@ her son. J)uring this interview, Mr. 
Hone eaye, ehe 6a" come phenomena which cor- 
vineed her, and she expressed herself more than 
ever desirous to adopt him as her eon. On the 
10:h of October, she wrote to him. and presented 
him with an entirely free gift of £24 000, which 
sum was paid to Mr. Home the next day.

Home returns to London ar thie juncture, and ia 
received kindly by hia patron. On a eccond in- 
terview, however, she demands the return of all 
or part of tue money she bas viven him, and telle 
him that all bie friends are swindiera. ‘* Thia of 
course (eaye Mr. Home) renders it impossible 
for mea to comply with her re‘nest, as mrcb for 
my frienge’ sake as for mv own” Within the 
shortest possible time she bas him thrown into 
Whitecroseatreet prison.

The Decay of the Cherokees. 

From tbe Moravian we gather the following 
Intereeting iteme about the Caerokee Indians :-— 
Toe tribe numbers 14,000. Tre females out 
number the males more than 1,800. Ten years 
“6% the tribe numbered 25,000 ; bat the ravages 
of war, the exposure of the refugees in northern 
climates, when they were driven out from their 
homes during the rebellion, and other causes, 
bave operated to produce this wonderful dimi- 
uution of numbere! The Cherokees now own 
in fee simple about 4 000 000 acres of land, and 
the United States Government hold in trust for 
them $1,000,000. The Oherokees are the most 
enlightened tribe of Indians in the West, Th 
have made most commendable p in diet 
lization, Mapy of them are finely ted, and 
ave men of culture end refinement, Before the 
War they had a number of schools and 
academics, and the children of the more intelli- 
gent and wealthy were educated in eastern col- 
legee. They bave a legisiative form of govern- 
ment, with a Sepate and House of Assembly; a 
Governor and head chief elected by the people; 
courts and justioe officers, 

Their country is divided into different coun- 
ties. Toey held slaves, but la our Western pro- 
vincialism that is “ played out.” Their former 
slaves sre now treated with consideration and 
respect, and will soon beoome the principal men 
of the tribe, as they are industrious, and seem 
to have a greater desire to accumulate property 
than the native Indians. In proportion to their 
numbers, the Cherokees previous to the war 
were the wealthiest people on the face of the 
globe. They owned immense herds of cate, 
horses and hogs. Large shipments of cattle 
were annually made by them to New Orleans 
and other marketer. Une man owned 20.900 
head of catule, another 1500. There were 
many that owned 10000, 3,000, 2,000, 1,000 
and 500 head of cattle each. 





Ixxocent Pieascaes.—In a sermon delivered 
by Rev. Dr. Beliows, of New York, ia the fol-

“ For my own part, I say it in all eolemnity, 
I have lived to become sincerely euspicious of 
the piety of those who do not love pleasure in 
any form.

Wastes of the Farm. 


There are few pursuits in which eo many 
leakages occur as in farming. A little want of 
winute attention here, and a little there, make 
up @ very considerable eum when all added to- 
gether at the ead of the year. There may, 
possibly, be euch athing as being too particu 
lar in regard to trifles, euch « thing as spending 
too much time ia raking perfectly c'eap, when 
a greater lose will follow from want of attention 
eleewhere, and no doubt some discretion is to 
be exercised as to where attention shall be 
directed to the greatest advantage at any given 
time We once knew of a farmer who lost a 
responsible and desirable position because when 
a committee went to examine bis premises, s 
little lock of bay was found lylog on the barp 
(floor where it waa in danver of being stepped 
upon by the paseerr-by. He never knew, and 
probably does not to this day, why it was that 
the committee decided against him. 

Tuis was, perbape, an extreme case, and yet 
if he waa in the habit of leaving hay scattered 
about upon the barn floor, the waste in the 
course of a year must have been considerable, 
and it would have been a fatal defect in hie 
management. But there are farmere who ought 
to know sad do better, who allow a waste in 
this particolar alone, of bay, or etraw, or corn 
fodder enovgh in the course of a summer, to 
keep a yood sized cow ove full winter. The 
natural inference is that they have no right to 
complain that farming don't pay. A very little 
care, a very liitie time epent in adopting a more 
perfec! system, would add to their income, to 
the extent, at least, of the profiton « oow for 
tho year. 

But the difficulty ie that the farmer who suf- 
ere eo great and eonstant a weete of feeding 
subetanoes on the barn floor, carries this mote 
of management into the whole routine of the 
farm. Toe cattle may not get cleaned oui at 
regular times, or if cleaned out when they 
should be, the mannre is left to ewelter in the 
eun orto be drenched in the rain without the 
provection of a covering of boards, as under a 
shed, or in a bara oellar, or of a mix ure of ab- 
sorbenta, in the form of muck, or loam or eand. 
The pigste ia not regularly and systematically 
suppiied with bedding or pew material to be 
worked over isto mapure. On such a farm you 
will find vacant spaces among the corn, care 
lesely trimmed headlands, bushes growiog along 
the division fences and along the roads, You 
will fod various farm implements exposed to 
the weather, various trees neglected and fruit- 
lees for want of attention, and generally an air 
of neglect about the premises, the fields and the 
pastures. 


There are a thousand little things that really 
do not take any time at all to attend to, because 
they come in as a part of one’s general ma 
nagement and occupy odd bours only, Ooe man 
in passing through bie fielde may see a mulleio 
or a dock, or some other vile weed of the 
tirooger sors, and up it comes. He will not 
allow euch growth to sap the goodness of his 
tol, Another will pase them by unobserved. 
A whole pasture of muleins, a whole field of 
white weed, a whole garden full of yellow dock, 
would harciy excite hie notioe. Now the farmer 
wo takes a few steps to pull up a yellow dock, 
really epends but little time in keeping down the 
vile weed, and be probably eff-cte more in his 
day's work, than the man who neglects it. He 
will coon have lesa, till bis fields are clean and 
free from evch worthless growth. It is the 
eystem that one and the want of e)stem 
oa the part of the , that i 
ference between the thrifty farmer 
less one. If you fled a man's fields reasonably 
clean and free from weeda, 
from mulleine and euch like you 
expect to fiad sEicmivbens etal order, and 
oveerve but litte waste of feeding substance, 
or other things abost the ;

wonéeifnl differemee at the ead of the year, 
whether this general system of economy is adopt 
ed or not.

order and neatness, saves time; and not only 
that, but it makes the difference between suc- 
cose and failare in any farming enterprise. It 
makes « vast difference in the results of the 
year, for inetence, whether a head of cows in « 
deiry are regularly milked, regularly fed, and 
regularly turned out of the or not. Every- 
body at all conversant with farm management 
knows that. In one case it is a steady tent 
system, ia the other it is chance, and chance 
ie that it won't pay. 

In cvaducting any farm, many things have to 
be dove that do not in themselves pay an imme 
diate profit. It is the fulure resulte that are to 
be looked to for the returns in money. If the 
fields are kept clear of weeds, the grass will 
flourish and yield goods crops. If the pastures 
are cleared of brush and mulleins they carry 
more stock, and the good crops of hay and the 
good pasture put on flesh and beef and matton, 
whieh, io the form of these products, or in the 


eult of system, and the farmer who adopts the 
true system and follows it up will be sure to sue- 
ceed, or if not, he ought to, for the result will

Ineect-Plants. 


A Rewaaxanis Taxes —Dr. Stanley L Heynes,

The foregoing, clipped from the columns of 
the Public Ledger, although very “ remarkable,” 
it true, yet is not nearly so remarkable as a case 
recorded on the 257th page of the “ Family 
Mogezne” for 1840 published at Cincinnati, 
U,, by J. A. James & Co. 

According to the account there recorded, a 
strange insect-plant was procured in Piymouth, 
North Carolina, preserved in alcohol, and brought 
to Cincinnati by some individual, not named in 
the communication. This strange ineect-plant 
or plant-insec’, is represented as being fully one 
inch and a half long; of a brownish color ; with 
two filiform anénne; and with a peir of an- 
terior palmated tect, similar to those of a grouad- 
mole, It has aleo two posterior feet; aud after 
the insect is matured, it burrows into the ground, 
and theee two feet become developed as a plant, 
or planta, resemoling trefoil, growing about six 
inches or more in height. The extremity of 
these branches bear a bud, net of a leaf or a 
Hower, but of an insect in embryo. As this 
embryo developee, the ineect falls to the ground 
and feeds upon the leaves of the mother plant, 
and as soon as it is matured, it, in like manner, 
re into the g ound, and a new plant comes up, 
and so on during the season. No more was said 
upon the subject (ien, because a gentieman of 
Philade!phia was cul ivating a «1aptity of them, 
for the purpose of furnishing museums. Ac- 
cording to the illustration of this rare animal- 
plant, which scoompanies the article in the 
book, the insect bears eome resemblance tc the 
common mole-cricket—- (/ ry//vtalpa~ —differing 
very much ia this reepect trom ite cogener in 
New Z-aland, 

These accounts need authentication and con- 
firmation, and perhaps if ever “a gentleman in 
Philadelphia” bas been experimenting on this 
subject, these remarks may bring bia out, | 
hope, for I have long been locking for his re 
port. That a hard seed might get into the body 
of an insect, and therein germinate and grow 
after the insect had buried iteelf in the ground 
and died, is nos remarkable; but that the plant 
growing therefrom should bear a bud producing 
o like insect, requires ocular demonstration for 
any one to believe, unless coming from the most 
unquestionable authority. — A. S 2. in Farmand 
Firerde.

Spread the chicken flat. Lay on a laver of 
sausage meat. Then a layer «f fillets of ham 
and pork. Toen a layer of sausage meat, An- 
ovner of fillets, till you can get enough to fill the 
chicken. You can put in the legs and wirgs 
and a few fillets ef truffles if you wish. Foid 
up the chicken so as to cover the meat, &c, and 
sew up, and leave a lictie epace open eo that you 
ean seein. Koil it upin a large towel. Pat it 
in @ pot, with the eame seasoning as for broth, 
and oover with cold water. Boil gently three 
hoarse. 

It will sink at first, and when cooked it will 
rise above the water. You may put the bones 
aud trimmings of the same chicken in to make 
broth if you choose. When cooked take it off 
in the pot and let the pot cool with the chicken 
in it, Take it out, lay it on ite breast, towel 
and all, with a weight on it, over night. That 
will flatten it, and next day ley it en a plate, 
breast up
